The 
principle of the investigation seems to 
be approved by all parties with the 
exception of a certain number of the 
members from the prairie provinces.

The nat- 
ural resources agreement is said to be 
almost ready.

The trial of the school instructor, 
John T. Scopes, on a charge of teach- 
ing evolution, has opened at Dayton 
in Tenessee. W. J. Bryan has gone 
out of his way to offer to help the 
prosecution, while several distinguish- 
ed criminal lawyers, inclucing Dar- 
row, who defended Loeb and Leopold. 
the Chicago murderers, have offered 
to help the defence. The trial is 
likely to be as sensational and to have 
as little relation to justice asd com- 
mos sense as many other recent notor- 
ious cases in the States. 

In Morocco ithe Moors have openec! 
a great offensive on the French lines 
in the neighbourhood of the Wergha 
river, but after slight successes have 
been driven back. They apparently 
used no artillery. The rising seems to 
be losing little of its seriousness and 
the French are making very large 
military preparations to defeat it. 
There have been renewed efforts by 
the Communists in France to stir up 
agitation against the war with but 
little result so far. 

A plot against the life of the King 
of Spain has: been discovered in Bar- 
celona where he has been making a 
short stay. A bomb was found in a 
cathedral just before a service at 
which the King was to be present. 
Barcelona is the capital of Catalonia. 
the chief manufacturing region of 
Spain, which has been agitating .for 
home rule for years past, and where 
threats of open rebellion are constant- 
ly occurring. 

Very serious trouble has ‘broken out 
in Shanghai in China. It seems to 
have originated’ in resentment among 
Chinese labourers and students against 
action taken in the courts against 
some Chinese strikers in a Japanese 
factory in Shanghai, but it has de- 
veloped into something very. like a 
general anti-foreign rising. The mobs 
have attacked the foreign quarter in 
Shanghai but have been driven back 
by the various foreign guards with 
some loss of life. Marines have been 
landed by British, American and Ital- 
jan war-ships and additional war-ships 
and troops are on their way from 
Hong-Kong and other places. Mar: 
tial law has been proclaimed. Thea 
most serious incident is the reported 
intimation by Japan to China that un- 
less ‘China can maintain order in 
Shanghai, Japan will do it. This may 
mean a renewal of Japanese interfer. 
ence in China's internal affairs, and 
may lead to international friction on a 
large scale. It is probable that the 
Bolshevist representatives in China 
have had athand in fomenting this 
trouble, and that it may spread all 
over China, where anti-foreign feeling 
has been growing steaciily in the last 
few years. 

Tt is reported that France may ac- 
cept the British offer of a sort of 
guarantee pact for her frontiers with 
Germany leaving out of account the 
auestion ‘of Poland’s frontiers with 
Germany, which France herself is 
bound by her alliance with Poland to 
protect. 

The British and French note to Ger. 
manv on disarmament has been pub. 
lished. It calls for the rec':ction of 
Germany’s existing military forces to 
fhe treaty level of 100,000 men. for 
the disbandment of the General Staff 
maintained more or less secretly in 
deflance of the Treaty of Versailles, 
for the cessation of short term. en- 
listments for the army by means of 
which far larger numbers of men have 
heen trained than the Treaty allows, 
for the putting of the police forces on 
a civil basis instead of the present 
military basis, and for the destruction 
of several munition plaints maintained 
contrary to the treaty, of whic 
Krupps is one. 

The Stinnes industrial organization 
in Germany which is of vast extent 
an¢! included all kinds of industrfa! 
activities, is said to be bankrupt. 

The heat wave in the Easern States 
has now broken.

If such work 
is not so élone, then the blame must 
lie not with the_teachers but with the 
parents who are unable or unwilling 
to see to it that their children give 
the necessary time out of school to 
their work.

- In the county. of Sussex in England, 
not many miles-from Brighton, there 
is:an old.farm house... It stands in a 


‘corner. of. {"Dhe. Weald,”, that beautiful 


bit of rolling farmland with its fine 
trees and.hedges: and. winding lanes. 
There 
cannot ‘be. many. much: older. than it 


)in @ngland for.a:portion of the house 


dates from the reign of King John, 
away. back at the beginning of ‘the 
13th; century when ‘Magna Charta was 
signed, while. the remainder of the 
house dates. from the days of, Queen, 
Hlizabeth and the 16th century. The 
old house has.seen many changes and 
passed through many ‘hands~in its 
long life. It is a big rambling’ place 


, with quaint odd corners about it anc! 


long, low corridors, It was much more 
than a mere farm house ‘at: one time, 


. for it was in the hands of one of the 


old ‘religious orders who owned' wide 
lands al} round it, and' in that period 
it was used as a small monastery, but 
with the Reformation it passed out of 
the thanc's of the old chunch and into 
private ownership. Part of it was, it 
4s believed, destroyed at that time, 
which accounts for the addition made 
in the tim'e of Queen Elizabeth. 

At the close of the late war it was 
bought and occupied by an English- 
man who had served in the Salonika 
army, had caught the malarial fever 
which few of that army escaped, and 
came home to recuperate in ‘the coun- 
try. He chad means of his own and 
was not under any necessity of farm- 
ing, but dic! so in a lefsurely style 
with the help of divers hired hands. 
His family consisted of his wife and 
two little girls about the ages of six 
and eight, for whose education he had 
a governess living in the house. He 
had also two maid servants in ‘the 
house. 

After taking possession ‘he made a 
thorough examination of the house 
from the antiquarian standpoint, and 
he discovered ‘that in the course of 
various modern “improvements” done 
to the house, some very fine old oak 
panelling in several of the rooms had 
‘been covered with plaster. He at 
once brought in workmen anc had 
this stripped off and the old panelling 
again exposed. The effect was to im- 
prove the appearance of the rooms 
concerned immensely and to restore 
the look of old-worldliness about the 
house generally. While the workmen 
were still in the house a trifling inci- 
dent happened. One of the little girls 
Sybil came to the governess during 
the afternoon, anc! said that she haa 
seen a man coming down the front 
stairway. There are two stairways in 
the house, one leading out of the 
main entrance hall, the other from 
the kitchen. Mr. Blair (as we may 
call the owner of the House, since it is 
perhaps undesirable to give his .real 
name) was out in the fields at the 
time. Except for the workmen there 
were no men in the house, and the 
workmen were engaged on the draw: 
ing room at the time and ‘hac! no occas 
The governess, 
Miss Smith, assumed that. one of them 
fhad gone upstairs, and she not un- 
naturally suspected that there might 
be something in the nature of theft in- 
volved. When, therefore, Mr. Blair 
came in for the afternoon tea, which 
his leisurely ‘farm duties never pre- 
vented him from taking, Miss Smith 
told him that one of the workmen hac! 
been upstairs. Blair was not given to 
unnecessary fuss. He went quietly to 
the foreman in charge of the work, 
told him that he understood one of 
his men had been upstairs in the 
house, and that, as it was not neces: 
gary, he did not want the workmen 
wandering about the house; he would 
like the foreman to see that his men 
were given instructions accordingly. 
He also mace a quick search upstairs 
to see if there were any traces of dis- 
turbance or if anything was missing. 
but found nothing, wrong, and decided 
that the matter was of no importance. 
Before the men left for the day, how- 
ever, the foreman came to ‘him and told 
him that he had spoken to his three 
men, and that they all denied having 
een upstairs in the house during tha 
day. Blair then sent for his little gir] 
and asked her to say what the man 
was like whom she saw. She said she 
hac! not noticed him much. She her- 
self had been upstairs, and on reaching 
the staincase to come down, she had 
seen him going down in front of her. 
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He had gone round the ‘turn in the 
stairs, and she had mot seen him again 
‘when she herself reached that point. 
She could not say much about his 
dress or appearance, having seen only 
his back, but she said he had a ‘big coat 
on. . This explanation did not help 
matters much, A child of eight.is not 
the most accurate of observers of in- 
cidents which o not really excite in- 
terest. Grown up people are not as a 
rule very. acute in this respect. Blair 
believed that one of the men had for 
some reascn or other-been upstairs, 
but the matter did not seem of great 
importance, and he could hardly prove 
anything conclusively on such evi- 
dence, while the fact that nothing was 
missing upstairs made it seem of no 
moment in any event. He therefore 
told) the foreman that it seemed a 
curious thing and that he might keep 
an eye on the men thereafter, and 
then ‘he dismissed it from his mind. 

The workmen finished their job 
and left the house. A few days later 
on a Sunday afternoon some visitors 
came to 'tea. They were sitting at tea 
in the drawing room and Blair hac' 
been calling their attention to the fine 
old panelling which was now re-expos- 
ed to view after the taking away of 
the plaster, when the younger daugh- 
ter Maud came in. After greeting the 
guests and receiving a bit of cake, she 
said to her father in a careless way 
that she ‘had seen such a funny-look- 
ing man going up the stairs with his 
coat over his head. The guests paid 
little or no attention to this remark 
from a chilé’, but Blair was instantly 
struck by it. There was no man in 
the house so far as he knew except 
himself and the two male members of 
the party of visitors. They had come 
by motor car but had driven themselv- 
es and had no chauffeur. The gover- 
ness was not in the room at the time. 
Mrs. Blair was busy talking to her 
guests and took no notice of the little 
girl’s statement.

(He made a hasty and indefi- 
nite excuse, left the room, and at once 
went upstairs. There he went swiftly 
into room after room, but there was 
no sign of any intruder and no disturb- 
ance of any kind. He went down ‘the 
back stairs into the kitchen and! found 
the two maids sitting quietly at their 
own tea, and considerably surprised, 
in the suppressed fashion of the Eng- 
lish servant, at the sudden appearance 
of the master of the house in the 
kitchen via the back stairs. Blair 
asked them if they had heard any noise 
upstairs, and when they saic! no with 
all the appearance of complete can- 
dour, he merely said in a casual way 
that Maud had fancied she heard 
someone upstairs, but that she was 
evidently wrong. Then he went back 
to the drawing room and said nothing 
to his visitors of the cause of his 
leaving the room. When they hac’ 
gone, however, he at once spoke to his 
wife about the matter and they ques- 
tioned the little girl Maud. She was 
quite clear about it. She had been 
playing in the garden, had seen the 
car with the visitors arrive, and after 
a few minutes had come into the 
house knowing that tea would be on 
the scene. She had come in by the 
front door and was passing through 
the hall to the Cining room door when 
she saw the man just beginning to 
mount the stairs. She thought he had 
come to tea with the others. She no 
ticed that his coat was over his head, 
a brown coat she saic' it was, and she 
thought that was a funny thing, which 
was why she had asked her father 
about him when she got into the draw- 
ing room. She wanted to know who 
he was and why he had not come to 
tea with the others.

incidents occurred at the close of the 
Great War, at.a’time when all “over 


the minds of men and women were in 
an abnormal state, when nerves were 
strained, and! the whole- mental and 
physical balance altered by the strain 
and the effects generally of the’ war.

Dloyed, restless, incapable of settling 
down to. normal life, grown accustom- 
ec! to living under conditions strange 
and violent.

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THE ORIGIN OF 
THE CHAUTAUQUA 


(Contributed) 

The original founder of the Chau- 
tauqua idea was John A. Vincent, who 
was born in 1832, in Northern Illinois. 
He was first a school teacher in the 
country district and attended farming 
colleges at odd times, he finally stud- 
jew for and eventually became ordain- 
ed as a Methodist minister, In early 
iife he had very little educational 
advantages and most of his education 
was obtained later in life. 

About the year 1805, a wave of reli- 
gious emotion swept over America and 
found action in the form of camp meet- 
ings. It was found impossible to 
find any buildings large enough to 
seat the crowds who attended, as 
people would gather from 50 miles to 
the centre where the meetings were 
held and live in tents and prairie 
schooners for a week or more. 

This camp meeting impulse was 
carried up into Ohio across Okla- 
homa up to Michigan and westerly to 
New York but never met with much 
appreciation or support {from New 
Bnglanc. These meetings were un- 
doubtedly a revival of Puritan times. 
Whatever may have been the original 
object in attending these meetings, 
which possibly at the outset was 
wholly a religious spirit, later devel- 
oped into quite a different character, 
whilst still retaining a large religious 
aspect, yearly they grow more of a 
social characer. 

From 1850 there was a gradual de- 
cling in the camp meeting assem- 
blies; the country fairs and the agri- 
cultural horse shows were in ascend- 
ancy, they represented more brains 
anc! less emotion. 

It has been said that a Chautauqua 
is a cross between a camp meeting 
and a county fair, although in the 
present time the camp meeting fea- 
ture {s dead and the fair element only 
remains. 

In 1908 there were 560 Chautauquas 
in America and that number has since 
grown and extended into Canada. 
John A. Vincent was a well known 
speaker at camp meetings anc! his 
services were in great demand. In 
the late sixties this young preacher 
became gradually convinced that the 
camp meeting had lost its usefulness 
and he therefore began to devote his 
efforts on Sunday School work, and 
at this time he already began to have 
the scheme growing in ‘his mind, that 
a summer school might ¢o for the 
young and old what the Sunday 
School was doing only for the young. 

In 1872 Vincent heard of an aban- 
doned camp meeting ground on the 
banks of Lake Chautauqua in Western 
New York. The grounds were secured 
for small rental and Vincent issuec! a 
call through his periodical “The Sun- 
day School Teacher” for a Sunday 
School assembly. This assembly 
was a school or say a _ conference 
for Sunday School teachers and work- 
ers. The idea took and was well at- 
tended, in other words it was a camp 
meeting for the ecucation of people 
who would educate others. 

In 1874 there were over 50 Method: 
ists on the Chautauqua grounds, all 
living in tents: Vincent was leader of 
the group. Suddenly one day it occur- 
red to Vincent that these people should 
study something outsic'e the Bible if 
they were going to be teachers. He 
had a small school history on Rome 
and read from this. Then he sent for 
a dozen copies and gave them out and 
had classes and examinations on 
Roman history. The next year Greck 
history was addec' and talks on Bot- 
any were also introduced in and be- 
tween. Later he extended his teaching 
by laying out a course of reading that 
extended through the whole year and 
they were to report progress to him 
from time to time. Later Vincent C'e- 
veloped the schema into what he term. 
ec’ “Chautauqua Circle.” This was a 
plan of study for four years “College 
Course,” two persons studying togeth- 
er could form a circle, three would he 
better and fifty would not be too many 

The Circle met once a week in the 
homes of these various members. The 
initiation fee was lOc, the set of books 
was $5.90 a year, and the Chautauqua 
magazine a dollar a year more. The 
local leader of the Circle of course 
workec! without pay. 

In four years if the members stuck 
to their work they were graduated and 
givena diploma. The Chautauaua idea 
at first was limited to Methodists and 
particularly Sunday school teachers 
and those interested in Sun¢'ay School 
work, but it soon became so popular 
that it over-ran its original intent, 
namely. the edueation of Sunday 
School teachers, and became a benefit 
to thousands of men and women every- 
where. There was much contributary 
literature which helned considerably. 
Mr. Vincent eventually became Doc- 
tor Vincent. receiving honorary de- 
grees at Yale, Marvard, Washington 
ant! Jefferson Universities. Whilst 
not a man of deep learning. he was a 
man with a great personalitv and al 
ways impressed the multitudes wher- 
ever he spoke. After the scheme was 
fairly floated and on a sounc' commer- 
cial basis, a part of the plan was to 
have a lecturer visit each town where 
there was a ‘Chautauqua Circle, so 
popular did these lectures become 
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that they would be alternately held in 
the various churches of Ccifferent de- 
nominations in the towns, and it was 
found that they could enlist the co- 
operation of each, a thing prior to this 
absolutely unknown. In 1885 there 
were nearly one hundred thousand 
people enrolled as Chautauqua pupils. 
The money they paid for books was 
over half a million dollars a _ year. 
Dr. Vincent was made a Bishop of the 
Methodist Church, he lived for a 
while in Buffalo, later he went to 
Topeka, Kansas, and finally to Zurich, 
Switzerland. Unfortunately Dr. Vin- 
cent, whilst a capable speaker and a 
man of ideas, was lacking in busi- 
ness ability, so that he failed to keep 
the necessary control of the idea 
which he had originated. His ideale 
and ambitions were noble an¢c' also 
reasonable, and it is now generally ad- 
mittec' that thousands upon thousands 
have benefitted and improved them- 
selves and risen to positions of trust 
and importance through the ec'ucation 
that they have gained through the 
facilities made possible through John 
A. Vincent’s ideas. 

Chautauqua Circle idea has so far 
not found much support in Canada. It 
is almost exclusively restricted to the 
States, but the Chautauqua as an edu- 
cational entertainment has made 
great headway in Canac'a and its 
popularity seems tobe steadily grow- 
ing. The best of the Chautauquas are 
still in the States and they attract 
to their platform the greatest speak- 
ers and thinkers of the day, and have 
done much to renovate the masses as 
a whole. It is feared that the Chau 
tauquas that extends into Canada are 
lacking in the spirit of the Chautau- 
qua instituted by John A. Vincent, 
as the Canadian Chautauqua are noth- 
ing but money-making enterprises for 
the promoters. It is hoped, however, 
that sufficient of Vincent’s spirit still 
remains at the back of the iclea that 
later that spirit will be introduced into 
Canadian Chautauquas and we may 
yet live to see the day when they will 
become as valuable and helpful to the 
Chautauquas of 


people here as the

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“THE SOUND OF AN 
ABUNDANCE OF RAIN” 


With the fine rains that have fallen 
in the Jast week the prospects of a 
good crop have been still more 
strengthened, and a feeling of increas- 
ed cheerfulness and confidence is 
noticeable everywhere. In the Unit- 
ed States the crop prospects are re- 
ported to be none too good, so that a 
good Canadian crop ought to be of 
great value in the world’s markets anc’ 
our farmers should receive a good 
price, 

We need all the encouragement tha’ 
we can get just now in view of the 
ciffioult years we have had recently, 
which ‘have naturally had a tendency 
to shake the belief in the soundness of 
this country as a producing area 
Drought is the most sterilizing of all 
plagues that can ‘beset a country. 
Without the life-giving moisture noth- 
ing can thrive. It is not only in West 
ern Canada that the threat of 
drought hangs heavy over an area 
which has been reckoned productive in 
the past. Africa, both north and south, 
has suffered from progressive desi 
cation, as also has Mesopotamia and 
the great parts of Western China. So 
far the problem of controlling climate 
and influencing rainfall can hardly be 
said to ‘have been seriously studied at 
all, though such things as tree-plant- 
ing.have been tried with, it is believ- 
ed, good effects. It may be that 
science in the future will be able to 
do something in this direction. In 
view of the woncers of modern sci- 
ence it would be a mistake to label 
even such a thing as control of cli- 
mate impossible. For the present, 
however, we wust depend wholly on 
Nature or Providence for our rains 
and inasmuch as we have often ex 
perienced the dire lack of them, we 
may now welcome the.n with feelings 
of sincere thankfulness. 


THE SASKATCHEWAN ELECTION 


The Liberal Government of Mr. Dun- 
ning has won a decisive victory in 
Saskatchewan. Out of 63 seats over 
60 have fallen to the Liberals, and the 
number of the combined Conservatiy- 
es, Progressives and Inc'enendents 
will barely reach double figures. It 
is an emphatic verdict in favour of the 
government which has heen in power 
for the last four years. 

The real significance of the election 
seems to be that the peopie of Sas 
katchewan consider Mr. Dunning an4 
his government reliable men. Thera 
were no great issues of principle at 
stake in the election. In that respect 
it resemblec' most provincial  elec- 
tions, in which the distinction hbe- 
tween Liberal and Conservative has 
little or no meaning. The Progres- 
sives, or Farmers, have to a large ex- 
tent withdrawn from politics in Sas- 
katchewan, and their poor showing is 
not surprising. Their strength prob- 
ably went to help the Liberals for the 
most part. 


The Conservatives of Saskatchewan |} 


seem to be of as little influence as 
those of Alberta. Whether it is the 
Jack of good local leacership, or the 
intolerable handicap of identification 
with high tariffs in Dominion politics, 
it Is a little difficult to say. Prob- 
ably both causes contributed to the de- 
feat. So far as questions of principle 
go, Conservatives should not be unduly 
disturbed by the result. Mr. Dunning 
is a good man anc! makes a good pre- 
mier for the province. In the absence 
of vital distinctions of policy, that is 
the main thing. 

The result may have an effect on 
the date of the Dominion election, It 
may encourage Mr. Mackenzie King to 
bring the election on this year rather 
than next, and therefore the result 
ought to stir the Conservatives into 
action. At present there is little sign 
in the West at any rate of their being 
likely to challenge seriously either 
the Liberals or the Progressives, 
which is certainly a matter for regret 
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“THE ATTACKS ON CANADA” 
MANIA 


Every now and again some of the 
Canadian papers seemed to be seized 
with a sort of madness in which they 
conceive that our country is being 
systematically slandered anc' abused 
in the press of Great Britain, and they 
ask angrily but apparently quite seri- 
ously whether there is a conspiracy 
on foot to drive Canada away from 
Great Britain, anl they demand that 
these wicked attacks shall instantly 


cease and hint thatif they do not, the: 


results will be most serious. 

One of these spasms is now on, and 
papers which ought to know much bet- 
ter are giving way to it, anc’ publish- 
ing articles which are silly in the ex- 
treme. Rarely do they give any in- 
stances of the so-called attacks on 
Canada in order that the public may 
really judge of them for themselves. 
They confine themselves to the 


vaguest of statements, and at the 
same time declare that it is not criti- 
cism in itself that they complain of. 
It is only‘“unfair criticism.” It is 


‘encounter anything but unfair 
cism. It is also unfortunate that they 
never seem to see the many _ favour- 
able criticisms of Canada which ap- 
pear in the British press. Yet it 
would be fairly safe to say that for 


one unfavourable criticism, at least 
ten favourable, in fact, eulogistic 
criticisms appear there. If some un- 


fortunate Britisher comes out to Cana- 
da and gets swindled here, as any 
stranger is liablg to be swindled in 
any country in the world, and writes 
home to warn his friends against the 
particular brand of swindle he has 
suffered from, and the letter appears 
in a British paper, at once this is re- 
garded as a gross calumny on Canaca. 

The fact is that there is no disposi- 
tion whatever in Great Britain to at- 
tack Canada or malign her in any 
way. Canada is not perfect any more 
than other sections of this imperfect 
world. We get a great deal of praise 
at one time or another in the British 
press, as witness the eulogies on the 
Canadian exhibits at Wembley, which 
to anyone from Canada itself seem just 
good ordinary exhibits. If we are go- 
ing to swallow all the praise from the 
Mother Country, but refuse to tolerate 
anything whatever that is unfavour- 
able in the way of comment; then we 
are merely proving ourselves to be at 
the stage of half-grown school boys. 
It is a pity that such articles should 
appear in the Canadian caily press 
and one can only believe that they 
are the product of men who know only 
their own country and as a result 
have never acquired anything ap- 
proaching to a true perspective or .a 
balanced judgment.

THE TROUBLE IN SHANGHAI 


The news which came in at the enc’ 
/ of Tast week of the disturbances in 
Shanghai may be comparatively unim- 
portant, or on the other hand it may 
be exceedingly serious. Shanghai has 
_ been for many years an international 
port, nominally a part of China, but 
actually more or less completely con- 
trolled by the foreign powers who 
trade with China. It has a great trade 
and a thoroughly bad reputation as 
the lurking place of evil characters of 
every description. In the utter chaos 
which has prevailec' in China for the 
last few years since the so-called Re- 
public was set up, Shanghai and other 
foreign controlled ports have been 
the only parts of China where life and 
property and trade were compara- 
tively safe. It has been one of the 
strange features of the situation in 
China recently that, while complete 
anarchy has reigned over the country 
as a whole, the foreign trade conduct- 
ec’ through these treaty ports has con- 
tinued to grow in volume and value. 

Latterly there has been an agitation 
in China for the abolition of all for- 
eign control and influence. The agita- 
tion had its origin at the close of the 
great war when President Wilson's 
hasty and unwise declaration of “self- 
determination for all” threw the un- 
developec: nations of the world into a 
'ferment. China demanded that she 
j also should exercise ‘“self-determina- 
tion,” which in practice meant that 
the only elements of stability in the 
country should ‘be removed or :weak- 
ene, ; 

Still more lately yet another dis- 
turbing element has entered on the 
scene in the shape of Kasakhan, the 
envoy of the Soviet Government of 
Russia, who from the day of his arriv- 
jal in China has devoted himself to the 
task of mischief-making and stirring 
'up hostility among the Chinese to all 


| foreigners. : 

In a country in such a miserable 
condition as China, Bolshevist doc- 
trines have perhaps a favourable field 
for taking root. In ac'dition there is 
the widespread hatred of Japan 
t ceaeeat the Chinese. These two cur- 
piece of feeling seem to have been re- 
‘sponsible for the outbreak of Chinese 
labourers and stucents against the 
Japanese in particular and foreigners 
in general in Shanghai, which resulted 
in some loss of life. 

That could not in itself be very seri- 

‘ous. Shanghai is on the sea’ which 
; means that the Powers can land forces 
; to maintain order easily and quickly. 
‘It is the report of Japanese action that 
is serious. If it is really true that 
Japan has intimated that if China 
paces keep order in Shanghai, Japan 
will do so, a serious orfsis may quickly 
arise, for history has proved that the 
power which steps into another coun- 
try to maintain order is not as a rule 
in a hurry to step out again, and 
Japan's ambition to control China and 
her resources is hardly deniable. What 
will Russia anc’ what will the United 
States say to the Japanese move? The 
United States took the lead in forcing 
, Japan to with¢raw her demands on 
, China at the close of the great war. 
, Russia has lately made an important 
, agreement with Japan, but there have 
, been threats of friction between them 
with respect to Manchuria. 

The fact is that China is a huge 
' prize of the most tempting character 
for any power possessing ambition and 
a very moderate military strength. 
There being at least three great pow- 
ers vitally interested in that part of 
_the worle’, Japan, Russia and the 
United States, any move by anyone of 
them which seems to indicate an in- 
phenton to acquire a privileged position 
in China must at once affect the 
others, while Great Britain and 
France also have very large interests 
in China.

THE GITY AND THE 
WESTERN GENERAL 


The arbitration proceedings before 
the Board of ‘Public Utilities Commis- 
sion were -brought to a conclusion on 
Thursday last so far as the taking of 
evidence is concerned. The 15th of 
June has been fixed as the day for the 
hearing of argument by counsel in 
Edmonton. . 

The following is a summary of the 
evidence given. Much of it ‘was of a 
technical character whitch only  ex- 
perts can estimate at its true value. It 
has therefore been thought that it will 
best enable the public to form a useful 
estimate of the question if: only the 
salient facts on both sides are given. 

For the Company evidence was gliv- 
en, as mentioned in our last issue, by 
Mr. Adalbert Arthur Murphy, of Sas- 
katoon, consulting engineer. Mr. 
Murphy put in a long detailed report 
and valuation of the plant and distri- 
bution system, based partly on his 
own inspection and partly on informa. 
tion derived from the report of Mr. 
Hill, made ffor the purpose of pre- 
vious proceedings in the matter ‘and 
from the books and Cocuments of the 
Company. Mr. Murphy's valuation of 
the plant, including the power house 
site, was $35,222.00, and of the distri- 
bution system $23,029.18, a total of 
$58,251.18, and not, as was stated in 
last week’s issue, $54,871.00. Mr. 
Payne’s cross-examination of Mr. 
Murphy brought out the fact that, in 
the opinion of the winess, the present 
system of distribution is somewhat 
faulty and not in accordance with the 
Electrical Protection Act. 

‘Mr. Ford, for the (Company, argued 
that any such Cefects were the result 
of the interference by the City with 
the Company’s ‘conduct of its business, 
but Mr. Payne replied that such inter. 
ference did not exist prior to 1924 
while the defects in question had not 
all arisen since that date. 

The witness could not say how much 
would be needed to put the system in- 
toastate of compliance with the Act. 
He acmitted that some of ithe wires 
and equipment ‘were in bad condition 
or not up to the most modern pattern. 

He gave $9700.00 as a fair estimate 
of the value of the boilers now in use 
if detached and solc' as secondhand, 
and considered them suitable for a 
mining plant. He considered the new 
boilers in 100% ‘condition. 

Mr. W. A. Moore gave evidence as 
to value of the Company’s assets and 
business. He put the plant at 
$44,915.75 and the distribution system 
at $29,515.65, a total of $74,431.40. He 
put the cost to the Company of getting 
the franchise at $1500.00. With respect 
to the value of the franchise, he sug- 
gested that inasmuch as the assess 
ment of it by the City was lowered 
each year by $10,000.00, as the time 
limit of the franchise approached, 
while there were still three years of it 
to run, and inasmuch as the Company 
hac’ paid in taxes on the assessed 
franchise approximately $11,000.00, 
the value of the franchise could not 
be less than $10,000.00. He put the 
cost to the Company of ‘building up its 
present business in light at $8,000.00 
and in power at $7,000.00, a total of 
$15,000.00. ‘Displacement of capital 
he valued at $5,000.00 In addition 
the working stock of the Company. 
such as fuel, oil, etc., would have to 
be taken over by the City and 
paid for at the Board’s valuation. 
These stocks naturally vary in quan- 
tity from time to time and their value 
cannot therefore be ‘fixed until the 
date of actual transference to the City. 

Mr. Payne's cross-examination of 
this witness was comparatively slight 
and directed mainly to the putting in 
of the Company's minute book and 
records of the Company’s history. 

This concluded the case for the 
Company. For the ‘City Mn. Frank H. 
Martin, Consulting Engineer, of Win- 
nipeg, gave evidence. He put the re- 
placement value of the plant at 
$45,436.00 anc fixed the depreciation at 
50%, making a present valuation of 
$22,718.00. On the same basis he gave 
the present value of the distribution 
plant at $14,003.93. The land, being 
the power house site, he put at 
$1250.00, and the embankment beside 
the river at $350.00, making a_ total 
value of $38,322.43. 

There was some difficulty in arriv- 
ing at an estimate as to the number of 
poles in the joint ownership of the 
Company and the Provincial Govern- 
ment Telephone Department. A re- 
count, however, brought the number to 
660 on the Company’s estimate and the 
valuation was left for final determina- 
tion ‘by the Board. 

The ccross-examination of this wit- 
ness by Mr. Ford was long and severe. 
It may be summed up as an attempt to 
shake the relfability of the witness’s 
evidence by bringing ou the fact that 
in previous proceedings ‘in this case 
last year he had valned the power 
vlant at $12,000.00 and the distribution 
system at $18,500.00, a total of 
$30,500.00. The winess’s explanation 
was, in the main, that prices were dif 
ferent now from last year. 

Mr. R. A. Brown, head o7 the Elec- 
tric Lighting Department, of Calgary, 
conifirmec' Mr. Martin’s figures 
throughout. His cross-examination 
was comparatively slight. 

Mr. Garnett, a representative of 
Messrs. Gorman Clancy, of Calgary 
and Edmonton, gave evidence as to 
the selling value of the old boilers 
when detached. loaded on the railway 
and after deduction of the selling 
commission. This he put at $4058.50. 

Mr. Ford's cross-examination of this 
witness ‘was directed to trying to 
show that his judgment in respect of 
such boilers was faulty through lack 
of experience with similar kinds of 
them, 

Mr. A. T. Stephenson, City Commis: 
sioner, gave more or less formal evi- 
dence, putting in the tax exemption 
hy-law which gave the Company free- 
dom from all except school taxes, this 
exemption exniring in 1929. 

Mr. J. H. W. Douglas, Alberta Gov 
ernment Boiler Inspector, gave evi- 
dence as to the life of the boilers. He 
put the life of the small boiler at its 
present pressure at 1:2 years. There 
was little cross-examination in the 
case of this ‘witness. 

With respect to the new boilers the 
only evidence given was in the form 
of statements given by the selling 
agenis of the price at which they 
would deliver similar boilers and stok- 
ers, all charges paid, at Red Deer 
These were £3448 for the boilers.

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BOOK COLUMN 


THE THREE HOSTAGES 
By John Buchan. 


“Seek where under midnight’s sun 
‘Laggard crops are hardly won;— 
Where the gower casts his seec' in 
Furrows of the fields of Eden;— 
Where beside the sacred tree 
Spins the seer who cannot see.” 


This was the doggerel rhyme hand- 
ed to Sir Richard Hannay as the only 
clue possessed by the authorities who 
were asking him to assist them in their 
search for the three hostages. Those 
who have accompanied the hero as 
plain Richard Hannay through the 
pages of “The Thirty-nine Steps,” 
“Greenmantile” and “Mr. Standfast,” 
in which he did great service to the 
British Government during the war as 
a sort of super spy, wilt enjoy this 
unusual mystery story, in which Sir 
Richard, at the request of Scotland 
Yard, pits ‘himself against the head of 
a band of international criminals. 

Sir Richard! is represented at the 
commencement of the story very com- 
fortably settled as ‘an English country 
gentleman with his wife Marv and 
his infant son, Peter John, and he ob- 
jects rather strenuously to being re- 
moved from these agreeable surround- 
ings. Thus to McGillivray, the head 
of Scotland Yard: “Now, look here, 
you've got fifty of the quickest brains 
in Britain working on the job * * * 
They're trained to the work and I'm 
not. What on earth woulc' be the use 
of an amateur like me butting in? I 
wouldn’t be half as good as any of the 
fifty. If you think it over, you'll see 
that it’s sheer nonsense, my dear 
chap.” We must confess that this 
reasoning seems to us _ absolutely 
unanswerable, and represents’ the 
most unconvincing part of the story, 
especially as Sir Richard modestly 


Watson than of Sherlock Holmes. 

Since the death of the late lamented 
Professor Moriarty, the super criminal. 
the great intellect gone wrong, direct- 
ing from a secure position the activi- 
tiss of an army of minor evildoers, 
has been a not uncommon figure in de- 
tective fiction, though, fortunately, 
such large scale criminal enterprise 
is pretty well unknown in real life. 
Medina, the arch-villain of the pres- 
ent story, is very skilfully drawn. The 
author does not go into the details of 
the operations of his widely ramifiec' 
organization, bub :concentrates the 
reader’s attention on its general, and 
by skilful suggestion, makes him a very 
convincing and sinister figure. 

He obtains his tools mainly by a 
species of hypnotism. The author's 
theory, not a very comfortable one, 
is enunciated by Dr. Greenslade in the 
opening chapter. “I can speak about 
it frankly here, for you two are al- 
most the only completely sane people 
I know. Well, as a pathologist, I’m 
fairly staggered. I hardly meet a soul 
who hasn’t got some slight kink in his 
brain as a consequence of the last 
seven years.” (Of the war and after). 
It is suggestec’ that there is an unusual 
amount of material which an un- 
scrupulous genius, somewhat versed 
in the lack arts, may mould to his 
desires without much cifficulty. An 
example of Medina’s methods is given 
when he tries his hand on Sir Richard 
himself, in what forms a most dram- 
atic chapter. 

The situation becomes much compli- 
cated when it appears probable that 
such methoc’s have been used on the 
missing hostages, and that they may 
have lost their wills and memories. 
The three hostages are the children 
respectively of a very wealthy man, a 
prominent British peer and a_ great 
war hero, all prominent on the side of 
law and order. It is supposed that 
they have been ‘kidnapped as a special 
precaution to secure immunity for the 
leacter in what he considers the very 
unlikely event of his detection.

Sheep— 

Most of the sheepmen are too busy 
taking care of the young lambs to 
market any sheep. Receipts at both 
the Edmonton anc! Calgary yards dur- 
ing the past week have been too light 
to establish a market. 

Grain— : 

The valuable rains that have ‘been 
received during the past week in the 
three western provinces have made 
the outlook for a good crop very 
bright. It has also had a tendency to 
lower prices on the Winnipeg market, 
as prices there have been on the down- 
ward road for the past two or three 
clays notwithstanding the fact that 
estimates of the United States winter 
wheat yield show the yield as far be- 
low that of last year. 
Butter—Cream—Cheese— 

Dairy Butter—Prices are not being 
quoted as high this week as they have 
previously, due to the increase in pro- 
duction that is being received by the 
local men. Creamery Butter—Prices, 
while still holding at the same level, 
are not expected to do so much longer 
as prices at Vancouver, Saskatchewan 
anc! Manitoba are all down, and as 
Alberta has been shipping nearly all 
its surplus butter west, there has got 
to be a change if the trade is to be 
kept. Cream—Receipts are increas- 
ing every week, caused by the better 
grass conditions. It is found that 
there is a tainted taste to the cream, 
due chiefly to the cows eating weeds 
before the grass is green, and it would 
be a good idea if some of the dairy- 
men and farmers would take better 
care of the meaciows and _ pasture 
lands. Cheese—Prices are still being 
quoted at the same level, but some of 
the creamerymen think that with the 
output increasing, prices will fail in 
the near future. Milk—No change has 
been reported in Calgary prices. 
Egegs—Poultry— 

Eggs that are being marketed have 
taken a considerable drop in number 
during the last few days, and the 
reason for the hen strike is beyond 
explaining by local Cealers, as they say 
with the Jate spring the hens should 
be stili laying, and that the receipts 
this year are considerably behind those 
of last year. The egg inspectors seem 
to be well satisfiec' with the way the 
new regulation is being adhered to, 
but some of the districts to the south 
are a little hard to get under control, 
but action is going to be taken to 
make them abide by the law. Prices 
are being quoted by most buyers a 
dittle higher than last week. Poultry 
—Receipts on this market are report- 
ed as being extremely light, with only 
the odc’s and ends of the flock being 
marketed. A few broilers are offered 
now and again, but the prices quoted 
on these are high and the jobbers 
find them hard to move. Most of the 
supply that is being handled is coming 
from the poultrymen.

To the Editor of The News: 
iSo many. half-truths and non-truths, 


to say nothing of untruths, have been 
expressed in recent letters to ‘the 
“News” by. “Lovers of Truth” in de 
fence of evolution that it would never 
do to let them all pass unchallenged. 
It woulc' be a great pity. for people 
generally .to be. misled into thinking 
that we know as much about evolu. 
tion as these letters would seem to 
imply. 

In ‘his first letter, on May 13th, Mr. 
“Lover of /Truth’ states that the 
theory of evolution “is an attempt to 
explain how life upon our planet thas 
developed, not from separate acts of 
ereation, but by natural development, 
one species from another.” Now this 
is not an accurate statement, as I 
understand the matter. The theory of 
evolution is simply the theory that 
existing species have developed from 
simpler species, -It involves in itself 
no explanation whatsoever as to how 
this development has been brovght 
about. The explanation is quite a 
cifferent matter. When we come to 
the explanation we meet such theories 
as that of Natural Selection, associat- 
ed with the name of Darwin, The 
Mutation Theory of DeVries, and 
others. These are theories of evolu- 
tionary processes, not theories of evo- 
lution. There is only one theory of 
evolution, and that is the theory of 
evolution. . 

Another implied fallacy in the above 
sentence, especially when taken in 
connection with the tone of the whole 
letter, is that the attempt to explain 
the origin of species has been success. 
ful, This is extremely misleading. No 
attempt to show how life has devel- 
oped on our planet has ever even re- 
motely approached success, as far as 
we know now. And the writer goes 
on to say that it is shown by fossils 
“that existing species of animals in 
some cases shave developet' from 
forms which did not exist in previous 
ages, taking slightly different forms in 
succeeding periods of time because of 
a changed environment.” There may 
be some truth in this as it stands, but 
the reader is very apt to think that 
the word “forms” means “species,” in 
which case he is completely misled. 
An¢! in his second letter, on June 4th, 
this writer. makes the astonishing 
statement that Luther Burbank has 
produced new species of plants by the 
crossing of existing varieties.” This 
is a complete misstatement of fact. 
The origin of species is still a com- 
plete mystery to the scientific world. 
And then he goes on to speak of the 
production of new “varieties” of 
wheat, thus throwing together ‘“vari- 
eties,” “forces” and “species,” into a 
hotch-potch of confusion out of which 
is intended to emerge the one idea, 
clear and unmistakable, that evolution 
has solved the mystery of the origin 
and development of life as it is found 
at present on this planet. 

It is impossible to do justice to 
these two letters within the limits of 
a brief statement. Practically every 
sentence is more or less misleading. 
“It is a clear case,” he says, still 
speaking of evolution, “of the surviv- 
al of the fittest,” again leaving the 
very erroneous impression that evolu- 
tion and Darwin’s doctring of Natural 
Selection are one and the same thing. 
As a matter of fact this theory of the 
“Survival of the Fittest” is only Dar- 
win's guess as to the method of evolu- 
tion. Lamarck had previously guess- 
ed that new species are created by the 
inheritance of acquired characters. 
And DeVries ‘has since made another 
guess, that known as the “Theory of 
Mutations.” At the present time it 
happens that Lamarck‘s guess, not 
Darwin's, is in the ascendant. But 
they are all guesses, and they have to 
do, not with the fact of evolution, but 
with the method of evolution. Let us 
not confuse the fact and the method. 
We can believe in evolution as a fact 
without knowing the method by which 
it is accomplished, just as we can be- 
lieve in the existence of God without 
knowing the method of His coming in- 
to being. 

Which brings me to the central 
thought of this letter, that our belief 
in evolution is an act of faith just as 
our belief in God is an act of faith. 
The plain fact seems to be that we 
have not a shred of scientific evidence 
as to the manner in which species 
have evolvec', And until we know 
how they have evolved we cannot be 
sure scientifically that they have 
evolved; we can only believe’ that 
they have evolved as an act of faith. 
No believer in evolution at present 
should ever sign himself “A Lover of 
Truth.” He should sign himself “A 
Lover of Faith,” although his own 
name would bea much better signature 
than either of these. We look about 
us and see life in all its multifarious 
forms, and, taking all the evidence 
into account, inclucing the fossils, we 
believe (most of us) that existing 
species have evolved frou lower 
species. That is an end of the matter. 
It is faith, not knowledge, “For know- 
ledge is of things we see.” No won- 
der the writer ridicules the idea that 
a belief in the theory of evolution 
must destroy faith. For how could 
faith be destroyed by such a complete 
and perfect act of faith as our belief 


in evolution in our present state of 
knowledge? 
As one authority on this state of 


knowledge in regard to the origin of 
species, let me quote from a_ recent 
statement by Professor William Bate- 
son, an eminent English biologist: 
“When students of other sciences 
ask us what is now currently believed 
about the origin of species we have no 
clear answer to give. Faith has 
given place to agnosticism. We can- 
not see how the differentiation into 
species came about. Variation of 
many kinds,-often considerahle, we 
daily witness, but no origin of spec- 
fes. I have put before you very frank- 
ly the considerations which have ma¢‘e 
us agnostic as to the actual mode and 
processes of evolution. When such 
confessions are made the enemies of 
science see their chance. Let us then 
proclaim in precisg and unmistakable 
language that our faith in evolution is 
unshaken.” 

This language is careful and concise 
and will repay a second reading. The 
word “faith” is used twice. We are 
told, in effect, that faith in the Sur. 
viva] of the ‘Fittest, the Theory of 
Mutations, and the Inheritance of Ac- 
quired Traits, has been shattered, the 
Treason being, of course, that the 
rational arguments against them are 
too overwhelming. But faith in evolu- 
tion is quite independent of this, and 
still, in his case, remains unshaken. 
You see, it is all a question of faith. 
The theory of evolution now Satisfies 
the rational natures of most of us as 
an explanation of the existence of 
life as we know it. There is never 
any conflict between the rational side 
of our nature and faith, true falth. 


It is only when faith is weakened by | ; 


opposing evidence, or..what:is regard: 
ed as opposing evidence, that the con- 
flict sets in. In the case of the broad 
theory of evolution: it’ now seems’ to 
many people that ‘there is no’ oppos- 
ing evidence of a rational nature that 
can be urged against. it: There is 
some evidence standing in its’ favor. 
And so they believe in it, bad 
‘Personally I believe in evolution. 
I also believe in God. ‘Anc! the more 
I think about it the more I.am coming 
around to. the view that.

Municipal Hospital Districts 
Being Organized 
(Considerable activity in the organi- 
zation of municipal hospital districts 
in the province is noticed. Those now 
in process of formation are Stettler, 
Sedgewick, Vulcan and Warner. The 
Provincial Health Department has also 
been notified of the closing of the 
Innisfail private hospital, anc'-is asked 
to consider the formation of a munici- 
pal hospital district in that vicinity. 
The Onoway municipal hospital has 
made an enviable record for the month 
of May, in that its cost of operation 
Der patient day for that month is but 
$1.98, which includes the payment of 
412th of the fixed charges. This hos- 
pital maintains a full-salaried doctor 


and staff. 


The Provincial Treasury has just 
conclucied negotiations for the sale of 
$2,250,000 414 ‘percent. twenty-year 
bonds dated June 15, 1925, for July 
delivery and payment. The price re- 
ceived was highly satisfactory to gov- 
ernment officials, as the basis of sale 
is considerably better than any re- 
ceived by the Province since 1913. 
These bonds are being offered in New 
York to-clay at a price of 96.17, which 
is a yleld rate of 4:80. 

The purchasers are the National 
City Company and Harris, Forbes and 
Company, who also purchased by ten- 
der the April refunding issue of the 
Province. The price in this case, how- 
ever, is much higher. 

Hon. R. G. Reid, Provincial Treas- 
urer, states that the bond market 
appears to be very active at present 
for his class of bonds, and ‘he consic- 
ered it advisable to take advantage of 
the prevailing high prices before the 
usual reaction of the holiday months 


set in. 


: Labor Placements 

The Provincial Labor Bureau during 
the month of May placed a total of 
3,824 men in jobs of which '2,281 were 
placed in agricultural work, and 286 
on railroaé! construction. In the same 
period a total of 718 women were plac- 
ed in positions.

FARMING NOTES 


THE POOL QUESTION 


‘Since the campaign for the forma- 
tion of dairy and livestock pools re- 
ceived publicity in our columns we 
have had calls from farmers of no 
little experience and stancing, who 
have expressed the opinion that 
these pools are unlikely to be of any 
benefit to the farmers in general, and 
that the farmers will) do best if they 
sell in the open competitive market. 
While it would seem difficult not to 
believe that co-operation in marketing 
must offer at Teast some advantages, 
if properly organized and worked, still 
these opinions are not to be Cespised. 
It is an undoubted fact that pools 
have failed in a number of instances 
in the United States, while in Aus- 
tralia also the wheat pools have lately 
come to an unsuccessful end. A very 
severe attack on the pool plan was 
made in “The Market Examiner,” re- 
cently which we reprint herewith, but 
ft is to be noted that this letter con- 
sists almost entirely of vague denun- 
ciation unsupported by reasoned argu- 
ment and figures. This is a very im- 
portant question for all farmers, and 
we consider that it is to the interest 
of both sides to put their views before 
the public in a moderate fashion and 
support them with actual figures and 
details. We shail be glad to give pub- 
INeity to either side of this question 
if stated clearly anc’ moderately, but 
the only reason why we reprint “The 
Bxaminer’s” letter is that it may draw 
attention to the fact that there are 
two sides to this question, anc’ that it 
‘may serve as an example of how dis- 
cussion ought NOT to be carried on. 


* Farm Training for British Boys 

fn place of utilizing the school of 
agriculture at Vermilion for the train- 
ing of British farm boys this fall and 
winter, the Vermilion school will be 
re-opened on the same basis as the 
other two schools in operation, and 
the British boys who come out for 
training will be distributed according 
to convenience among the three 
schools.

Ontario Follows Alberta Lead 

Following the lead of Alberta, the 
Province of Ontario has now decided 
to establish the compulsory grading 
of cream, anc! the Depar‘ment of Agzi- 
culture has given notice to that effect. 
The three western provinces and the 
Province of Quebec already have the 
cream-grading system in effect, and 
British Columbia will ‘ntroduce  {t 
next year, so that when Ontario 
completes its arrangement the same 
system will be in effect throughout 
practically all of Canada, 

‘Alberta commenced the grading of 
cream a good many years ago, and jn 
acdition to this three years ago in- 
stituted a system of government grad- 
ing of cream which has now been fol- 
lowed by Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan and several States of the Union. 


Honorarta for Prize Winners 

Individual farmers of Alberta who 
win prizes at the Internatioinal Show 
at ‘Chicago again the coming winte:, 
will receive recognition from the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture as 
was the case last year. The Depart- 
ment will give $100 and $150 respect- 
ively to Grand Championships and 
First ‘Prize winners in livestock anc! 
seed grain, the prizes to be confined 
to vrivate exhibitors, the provincial, 
university, experimental farm or rail: 
way exhibits not included. 


Keen Demand for Day-old Chicks 

Greater interest in poultry is evi- 
dent this year from the unusual de- 
mand there has been for the bred-to- 
lay strains of poultry procluced at the 
Provincial Poultry Plant at Oliver. 
Thus far a total of 14,094 chicks have 
been distributed among farmers and 
poultry keepers in the province which 
is several thousand in excess of the 
quantity distributed in any previous 
year. This is the second season for the 
Mammoth incubator at Oliver and the 
service extended is being taken acvan- 
tage of by an increasing number of 
farmers. Chicks have been shipped as 
far north as Berwyn in the Peace Riv- 
er District and as far south as Leth- 
bridge. A total of 250 orders have 
been filled and for the remainder of 
the season the big incubator will be 
taxed to capacity and besides many 
applicants will ‘be disappointed for 
many more orders have been received 
than can be filled. The breeds carried 
on the Poultry ‘Plant are White Leg- 
horns, the White Wyandottes and the 
Barrec' Plymouth Rocks. The chicks 


distributed are limited to these breeds,

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The Poultry. Plant and the:Hatchery is 
operated by the Poultry Branch of the 
, Provincial Department: of Agriculture 
and serves.as a source from which 
farmers and poultry producers in Al- 
berta may’ ‘secure. better breeding 
stock :to improve the egg procluction 
, and meat value of ‘their flocks. 


-Egg Production Service 

The ‘Poultry, Branch of the Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture has 
arranged to give “personal © direction 
and instruction in the breeding and 
management of farm poultry flocks to 
a limited number of farmers in Alber- 
ta who meakg application and agree to 
the conditions upon which the service 
wil) be given. ; 

‘On the part of the Department the 
service will involve the employment of 
one or more experjencec! poultrymef 
who will spend their time visiting the 
farms of applicants and take direct 
charge of applicants’ various poultry 
operations. 

The service will be given gratul.- 
tously- providing applicants for two 
years iwill undertake to follow the in- 
‘structions given. The agreement may 
be cancelled at any time and for any 
reason by either party. 


\Only those applicants will be con- 
sidered who will undertake to carry a 
flock of commercial sjze (from 100 to 
200), choose one of the breec's recom. 
mended, improve the flock by pur- 
chase of high quality hatching eggs, 
day-old chicks or male or female 
breeding stock as recommended, re- 
model the existing poultry house if not 
suitable or construct a new house ac- 
cording to plans submitted, install 
proper brooding and feeding equip- 
ment if needed, and carry on all eed- 
ing, rearing and management opera- 
tions according to the instructions of 
the Poultry Branch representative; all 
of which may involve an initial ex- 
penditure of from $200 to $400 on the 
part of the applicant. 

The Department feels that if in- 
structions are followed in detail appHi- 
cants can be shown how to_ produce 
eggs in the high-price perioc’, how to 
raise production ‘from its present low 
level to at least 150 eggs per hen per 
year, how to breed to insure continued 
improvement in production, how to 
market to best advantage, how to cut 
down labor with labor-saving devices, 
how to insure continued gooc' health 
in the flock, how to make their poultry 
one of the best paying departments of 
the farm and réalize at least $4.00 
gross revenue per birc. 

In order to economize the time of 
the expert and to give the best ser- 
vice the Department will extend the 
service to a limited number of those 
districts from which at last ten appli- 
cants are received. 


DRIVE FOR POOLS UNDER WAY 


The province-wide drive for member- 
ships for the dairy, livestock and 
poultry pools is well uncer way, and 
will be in progress until June 28. iIn 
connection with the drive, a great 
campaign of meetings covering every 
district in the province, is being held. 
There will be more than 500 of these 
meetings, with speakers including pro- 
vinciall Tegislative members and promi- 
nent agriculturists. 

Preparations for the reception to 
Alberta of Walton H. ‘Peteet, the 
American co-operative expert who is 
to assist the pools with five meetings 
in the province, are practically ¢om- 
plete. Mr. Peteet, who is Secretary of 
the federation of all U.S. co-operative 
marketing associations, will arrive in 
Lethbridge, June 13th, and will be met 
there by Premier Greenfield or Acting 
Premier Hoadley, anc’ A. B. Claypool, 
Chairman of the Joint Pool Commit- 
tee. Mr. Peteet will speak in Leth- 
bridge, Saturday, June 18th, and in Cal- 
gary June 15th, where a special recep- 
tion will also be held for him. Mr. 
Peteet speaks in Red Deer, Tuesday, 
June 16th, and in Hdmonton, June 
17th. At Camrose the Board of Trace 
has taken entire charge of arrange- 
ments for Mr. Peteet’s visit there, June 
18th. 

Mr. Peteet’s speech at Calgary will 
be broadcasted from the Calgary Her- 
ald Station, and in Edmonton from the 
Edmonton Journal Station. 


During Jast week the Saskatchewan 
Livestock investigational committee, 
headed by Hon. Geo. Langley, paid a 
visit to the province anc’ held confer- 
ences with the pool officials, getting 
information on the organization of 
the pool in Alberta. 


Contracts for all three pools con- 
tinue to arrive at headquarters, and 
the pools have opened the concentratec 
drive for memberships with a consid- 
erable percentage of their objectives 
already signed up. 


In adcition to sending Mr. Peteet, 
their general secretary, for a week to 
Alberta, the National Council of the 
American (Co-operative Association 
have offered any other assistance in 
their power to the organization of the 
Alberta pools. This federation in the 
States has a farmer membership of 
over 620,000, and includes 40 of the

Among other matters discussed was 
the necessity of an interprovincial or- 
ganization or arrangement whereby 
the Provincial Pools would centralize 
their selling agency, as it would prove 
disastrous to have the Pools compet- 
ing with each other on domestic or 
foreign markets. 


For the purpose of assisting in the 
organization of the provincial live- 
stock, Gairy and poultry pools, two im- 
portant meetings will be held in Red 
Deer, Tuesday, June 16, at which the 
main speaker will be Walton H. Pe- 
teet, general secretary of the feder- 
ation of co-operative marketing organi- 
zations of the States. 


Mr. Peteet will address a farmers’ 
meeting in the afternoon, and a public 
meeting in the evening, in McBride’s 
hall. Mr. Peteet is coming to Alberta 
from Texas, where he has been hold- 
ing a series of co-operative meetings. 
He willl arrive at Lethbricge, June 18, 
and will speak there on that date and 
in Calgary on Monday, the 15th, com- 
ing to Red ‘Deer at noon on the 16th. 


Mr. Peteet is one of the leaders in 
the co-operative movement on the con- 
tinent, and is now general secretary 
of an organization with 640,000  far- 
mer members. He {first became inter- 
ested in co-operative marketing in 
connection with the cotton pools, for 
which ‘the was mainly responsible. He 
was at that time chairman of the 
board of regents of Texas state agri- 
cultural college. He later became Ci- 
rector of co-operative marketing for 
the American farm bureau ‘federation, 
and a year of 80 ago attached himself 
to the national council of co-operative 
associations, 

Mr. Peteet in his Alberta meetings 
will deal generally with co-operative 
marketing, and particularly with the 
three new pools being organized here.

THE COUNCIL OF THE 
BOARD OF TRADE 


The Council of the Board of Trade 
met in the City Library yesterday 
afternoon. Correspondence was 
read as follows: 

The Sylvan Lake Board of Trade 
wrote that they are putting on a picnic 
on the 24th of June and invited any 
Red Deer people who would care to to 
come out and take part. All must 
provide their own food but tea and 
coffee woulc! be provided free. The 
Council endorsed the invitation and 
hoped that many Red Deer people 
would accept it. 

Mrs. Rogers, of Fort Saskatchewan, 
Secretary of the Women’s Institute of 
Alberta, wrote that the Institute was 
arranging an exhibit of Alberta pro- 
duce at the Toronto National Ewxhibi- 
tion. The Institute is sending a speak- 
er to the Dxhibition to explain the Al- 
berta exhibits to visitors, and asked 
for the Re¢! Deer Board of Trade to 
assist with information or a financial 
contribution. The Secretary was in- 
structed to give such information as 
was possible. 

W. iS. Wood, of the Land Settlement 
Board, ‘Calgary, wrote thanking the 
Board of Trade for the welcome and 
help given to the Diggins family on 
their arrival from England to settle in 
the district. 

The Alix Board of Trade wrote ask- 
ing the co-operation of the Rec' Deer 
Board in setting up direction signs on 
the road between the two places via 
Joffre. The Alix Board offered to pay 
for the signs between Alix and Joffre 
if the ‘Red Deer Board would pay for 
those between Joffre and Red Deer. 
The ICouncil agrec! to the suggestion 
and left it to Fred Turnbull to get 
estimates of the expenses of the signs. 

‘The Dairy Pool management wrote 
to ask that the Board should arrange 
an meeting to be addrssed by Mr. 
Peteet when he comes to Red Deer on 
16th June. After disoussion the Board 
deeic'ed to hold a mid-day Tuncheon on 
that day to hear Mr. Peteet. 

The question of the Elks’ Carnival 
was discussed, and (Messrs. Fleming 
and Pederson were appointed a com- 
mittee to collect swbscriptions ‘for the 
prize list. 


THE GITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday evening. 
Mayor Johns presided, and all the 
Aléiermen were present, and Commis- 
sioner Stephenson. 

Hugh Clarke wrote asking the city 
to accept ‘for this year the interest 
only on the instalment of tax arrears 
due by him for the period when he was 
overseas in order to allow him _ to 
paint several of his howses with the 
money so saved. Mr. Clark was 
present in person. 

The current taxes had been paid, 
and the Council felt that as the paint- 
ing would improve the property, the 
request of Mr. Clark ought to be 
granted, and this was accordingly de- 
cided. 

The town of Didsbury wrote asking 
for information as to baking shops 
being kept open for the sale of bread 
on early ‘closing days. The Commis- 
sioner ‘had replied that the early clos- 
ing question wails not yet settled here, 
but that he thought that breac' being 
a necessity, the baking shops would 
have the right to remain open. 

The Red Deer Lodge of the Elks 
wrote for permission to hold a (Car- 
nival in the Fair Grounds on the even- 
ing of 30th June and 1st July, the pro- 
ceeds to be given to the covered rink 
scheme. Permission was granted on 
the usual terms of care and protection 
of the grounc's. 

The Department of Public Works 


wrote approving of the lease of Block 
J, Brookside, being given ‘for six 
months to the Tennis Club. 


Tom Seto applied for permission to 
run a restaurant at the premises on 
the north ‘side of Ross Street. This 
was granted. 

Come discussion took place as to 
the proposal to place refuse contain- 
ers on the streets for the deposit of 
waste paper, etc. There was some 
feeling that they would not be of much 
use, but others ‘wholly approved of 
them. It was left to the Commissioner 
to get prices for such containers. 

‘With respect to the petition for a 
cement sidewalk from Lots 30-36, 
Block D, Parkvale, which was now in 
order, it was resolved that the Com- 
missioners prepare a report for the 
Council on the matter. Street levels 
svould have to be got by the engineer 
and other similar information. 

R. Pierce wrote on behalf of Mrs. 
Christman, North Red Deer, asking 
for the refund of $9.00 taxes paid by 
her on land in North Red Deer.. The 
request was made on the ground that 
Mrs. ‘Christman hac’ practically no 
means of support. The Council felt 
that this was a matter for individual 
action by way of help anc’ not for such 
action as ‘was requested. 

The City of Pdmonton wrote that a 

conference is being called in that city 
on 13th and 14th July, the dates of the 
Edmonton Stampede, of the Mayors of 
Western Canat'a, representatives of 
the Dominion and Provincial govern 
ments, and the railway cvinpanies to 
consider economic and industrial cor 
ditions and problems. The City of Ed- 
monton asked that the Mayor of Red 
Deer shouk. be present as its guest. 
Mayor Johns agreed to accept the in- 
vitation. 
-The Hon. George Hoadley, activs 
Premier of Alberta, wrote as to a 
conference of the Alberta municipali- 
ties on the Spray Lakes power scheme. 
The City of Calgary had asked for an 
immediate conference, but the govern- 
ment had replied that this ‘could not 
be arrangec’ satisfactorily, as other 
municipalities had not hat the same 
opportunities of studying the problem 
as Calgary. Wowever, a preliminary 
conference will be held in Edmonton 
on 13th June, and the City of Red 
Deer was asked to send a representa- 
tive. 

Mayor Johnssaidthat while he would 
like to atten this preliminary confer: 
ence, he was not sure that he could 
spare the time. It was felt that the 
present position of the City with 
respect to the Western General Elec- 
tric Company made it difficult for the 
City to make any agreement with 
respect to poner, but that it was 


~~ 


highly important: that the City should | 
through its:representatives be kept in! 


touch with what was proposed or dong 
in this matter. It was left to the Mayor 
to: make. the jbest possible arrange- 
ments’ for the City’s representation at 
the conference. 

Commissioners’ Report 

The Commissioners’ report was as 
follows: 

1. With President Stone and Secre- 
tary Patterson we inspected the Bxhi. 
bition grounds anc! arranged that the 
city would pay for replacing the brok- 
en glass 'in the buildings as last year's 
Coun'cil agreed to do. this and to sal- 
vage the fallen-building, tlie Exhibi- 
tion Board to do all other work. 

2. We purchased a fire team that ap 
pears to do the work required. The 
white horse has been used with anoth- 
er horse to do grading, saving the cost 
of hiring an extra team. 

3. We have sold the stockyard scat, 
es to the Central Alberta Livestock 
Shipping Association for $125.00, and 
have notified the C.P.R. to cancel the 
lease to the City of the site. 

4. The dump ground South-west of 
the City_has heen cleaned up fairly 
well anc’! manure and cans placed in 
the low places and covered with ashes. 
Tt will take more material to firish 
covering all, but for the preset it is 
in a much more sanitary condition. 

5. The complaint of Jas. E. Stewart 
re, Manure in a corral near his proper 
ty is being attended to by the Health 
Inspector and the condition complain- 
ed of will be remedied shortly. 

5. Some material has been haulec! to 
fill the depression on 2nd St. N.E. in 
front of Archie Fyfe’s shop. This will 
be continued from time to time. 

7. We submit for your further con 
sideration draft early closing by-law. 
We are informed ty the City Solici- 
tors that the by-law will have to be 
placed ‘in final form before being ad- 
vertised as it cannot be changed after 
it is advertised. 

8. We submit for your consi¢eration 
draft bill relating to appeals from and 
stabilization of assessments. 

9. We submit departmental reports 
for May. 

10, We submit statement of receipts 
and disbursements for May. 

11. We submit accounts for 
authorization to pay.

Discussion took place with respect 
to the early closing by-law. There was 
some uncertainty as to whether the 
by-law as drafted by the City Solici- 
tors met the wishes of the promoters 
of the petition 'for it, though the by- 
law was drawn in accordance with 
the law. If it had to be referred back 
to the promoters an¢' then advertised, 
it would be too late to do anything 
this year about it, even if it were even- 
tually approved tby the citizens. The 
by-law provides for early closing in 
May, June, July and August. It is 
understood that the stores will close 
In July and August in any event. 
Alderman Snell said that this matter 
ought to be efinitely settled without 
éelay in view of the fact that 99% of 
the business men of ‘the ‘city favoured 
the by-law. Alderman Fulton was in- 
clined to wonder if all who signed the 
petition really wanted the by-law but 
thought that the main thing was to 
have it in the form that the citizens 
wanted. It was eventually agreed ou 
the suggestion of the Mayor to put 
the proposed ‘by-law into the hands of 
the promoters of the petition for it.
